CARE OF BROOD SOWS 


IMPORTANCE OF GOOD 
CONDITION. 


HERE are two recurring periods 
lives of sows when special effort « i 
be made to get them into more tha 


ordinary condition. One is when a litter has 
just been weaned, and the other begins 
month or so before the sow 1s due to tarrow 
again. 

Some sows, in spite of all that « 
for them, lose flesh rapidly during 
week or two after farrowing, and often con- 
tinue. to get. more and more thin until t! 
litter is weaned. Others carry a fair pro- 
portion of flesh all the time, but a so~ of 
the former type usually makes the better 
mother. She passes on to her bonhams in 
the form of milk the greater part of «ha 
she consumes, and the result is that she 
often needs a considerable time to recover 
after the strain on her ststem. 

To a sow brought down in this way, tra 
owner can scarcely give too much good food 
during the first few weeks. The dietary may 
well constst mainly of skim milk, middlings, 
and barley mea! An ample allowance ‘of 
green food is also desirable, which can best 
be ensured by a run out, at pasture. Pair 
kernel cake or soaked peas or beans ma’ 
sometimes be given instead of middling:, an! 
part of the barley ration may, of course, te 
adequately replaced by four times the “eis: 
of potatoes, whith should always be cooxec 
But so soon as the sow is well on the roa 
to recovering her condition the ration should 
be curtailed. If high feeding is continued 
over-long, she will become undnly fat for 3 
breeding animal. 


Before Farrowing Again. 
A month or so before farrowing again, 
cially nourishing diet should be provided.

THE ALTERNATING CYCLE. 


W as organisations promoted for the 
advancement of agriculture rise and 
fall together with their spokesmen, 
the crops ripen, the cattle grow, the milk 
yields increase, the prices fall, and the farmer 
is left almost exactly where he was. Either 
the state of the weather or the state of the 
market leaves him bound within an almost 
unvarying cycle of increasing crops at de- 
creasing prices, and increasing prices for de- 
creasing crops—save where some external 
influence from the world without interferes 
and Jeaves him even less able to control his 


situation than he was before. 


Organising for Business. 


In discussing this situation we have no 
desire to dissuade farmers from organising 
themselves; quite the contrary. So far as 
business organisation is concerned it 
Is essential to its prosnerity.and almost 
to its very existence. The societies organised by 
the I.A.O.S.,- whose total turnover for 1929 
exceeded eleven millions sterling — that for 
1930 is not yet ascertained—are an essential 
part of the business of this country. Other 
agricultural businesses, such as that of the 
Irish Agricultural “Wholesale Society, the 
I.A.C, (whether it or some other body carries 
out in future central marketing of dairy pro- 
ducts) and such trading associations, 
‘“‘farmer-owned and farmer-controlled,’’ as 
enable the producer to reap the just fruits of 
his toil, prove more necessary rather than 
less in proportion as “ short time ” and ‘‘long 
time’ depressions—such as are expounded by 
authorities like Mr. Dampier Whetham in the 
Nineteenth Century—coincide With each 
other and reduce the potential profits from 
farming. Whilst we are convinced that that 
form of association which aims at having a 
direct practical objective behind it, based on 
well-tested business conditions (such as an ex- 
tension of butter-making or bacon-manufac- 
turing where the supply, the demand, the 
necessary capital and the requisite technica! 
skill and equipment are all within the ability 


themselves, we believe ther 


their and the nation’s advantage, 


Divided Counsels. 


At present they are being given divided 


counsels, not only in regard to central market- | 


ing. but in regard to the dairy problem. In- 
deed, if the meeting to be held to-day decides 
to put the I.A.C. into voluntary liquidation (a 
course which may be accepted by many who. 
being averse from it, yet hesitate to stand 
between its spokesmen and the possible for- 
mation of a successor) a period of one or two 
years may easily pass before a chaotic situa- 
tion adjusts itself. 

What is true of joint business organisation 
has proved to be true also quite recently of 
associations formed for purposes of general 
policy : that farmer-spokesmen seem unable 
to act with unanimity. Various competing 

having almost identical objec- 
claim to speak for the industry. 
This makes us wonder whether those 
bodies, so far not very obviously representa- 
tive, who think they understand the farmer’s 
problems, are actually voicing his thoughts, 
and whether, if they are not, the plain 
tiller of the soil could not make himself 
more clearly heard. The truth about the 
man who gives most of his time to minding 
his farm is that he is usually unvocal. “His 
education has seldom included instruction in 
the arts of oratory, his work on the farm 
leaves him no time to learn them, and the 
more vociferous are those spokesmen who, in 
all good faith, think they aie speaking for 
him the less sure is he that they realise his 
=. needs. Many of his political ad 
viser# aré out of tonch with realities, having. 
as farmers are quick to recognise, no time 
to farm. ' 

Perhaps, 
general principles may be 
over; they are principles which have 
bably occurred to him already. The 
knows that money talks; that is why he 
supports his co-operative society. gut he 
knows that it does not always talk 
coherently ; that is why he thinks his society 
is wise in concentrating on business, leaving 
theorifi, policies and the attractive game of 
drawijg up resolutions to others, Anyway 
the 1¢les of his business societies and the 
demands of his farm preclade intervention 
into polities. He feels acutely, however, 
even if dimly, that he has not at 
present met by the legislature, and, though 
he resists the effort to make him (in his 
capacity as farmer) a party man, he natur- 
ally wishes to influence legislation. He will 
he wise to resist the urge to form ‘a new 
farmers’ party. There is an

E, se dav this week sees much over- 


time work in the poultry farm. What 

with rush orders for Leghorn hatching 
eggs (everyone seems to realise that it is high 
time to get down to business), with ,bookings 
for several lots of “ day olds ” and‘ dispatch 
of many more just out of shell, with feeding 
our own stocks, keeping a watchful eye for 
slackers or sickly ones, and testing the last 
batch of eggs, there is net a moment to be 
idled. 


Good Results. 

We are particularly pleased at the results 
of the last hatch, especially as we feared the 
Arctie spell which came in the middle of it 
might spoil onr chances. But 80 per cent. of 
fine healthy birds was something worth while, 
and orders had been booked for sixty—small 
margin enough for selection, but luckily there 
were very few culls. We were glad to hea 
that the birds travelled well, and that ou 
customers are all pleased with their chicks. 

Seeing the cosy appearance of the downy 
creatures in their wool-lined. cardboard boxes. 
with ventilators or top, we did not anticipate 
any complaints. They were sent off straight 
from the incubator so that they arrived at 
their different destinations just in good time 
for their first meal. How they must have 
appreciated that taste of saturated 
grain or egg and breadcrumbs after they had 
been allowed to ‘‘ warm up ” before a fire for 
half an hour or so! 

We are now inundated with more bookings 
for the next lots, so much so that we are 
considering the advisability of buying another 
incubator to cope with trade, for we do not 
like to turn away eager customers. After all 
the incubator would soon pay for 
‘day olds,’’ and would be a great acquisition 
in the antumn for hatching the ‘ spring 
chickens.’’

packed that no rough handling will shake 
them; the box filled, another pad of hay 1s 
placed on top, the lid tied tightly down, not 
nailed, the ends of the hay neatly trimmed 
off, and the address clearly written in indel- 
ible pencil—labels are unnecessary, except a 
special red one marked ‘‘Eggs for hatch- 
ing.” Thus finished-off, the boxes are ready 
for despatch, and we find that 3t is always 
more satisfactory to send them by passenger 
rail than by post. They travel much better 
this way, unless, of course, that the purchaser 
requires them sent by post. A charge of 
about Ils. 6d. will be found to cover transit 
and packing on one dozen eggs, when con- 
signed by ‘raii at risk rate; there 
are seldom any complaints of breakages en 
but, of course, accidents will hap- 
ren sometimes. 

In the midst of all this feverish egg-pack- 
ing and chick-despatching we had to attend 
to the “setting — of the big turkey who had 
laid a fine clutch of eighteen lovely. eggs. 
showed the keenest

ALLIGATOR AND 
TORTOISE.

HE Dublin Zoological Gardens were 
enriched yesterday by the addition to 
their collection of two most attractive new 
animals. 
but of different species, and identified by 
a high authority in the Malay States as a 
white-handed gibbon (Hylobates lar) and 
a silver gibbon (Hylobates leuciscus). 
The latter, by the way, is otherwise known 
as the wau-wau. For the gift of these 
splendid animals the ‘‘ Zoo’’ is indebted 
to the generosity and public spirit of Mr. 
George Rocker, M.R.C.V.S., who must 
also be thanked for taking personal cha 
of them (with the best possible eff 
during their long voyage from Singapore 
to London. They arrived under Dr. 
‘Ferrar’s care in the ‘‘ Zoo’ yesterday 
morning, and form a most marked addi- 
tion to the attractions of the already well- 


stocked Monkey House, where they occupy 1. 


an apartment adjoining that assigned’ to 
two other. ‘‘ man-like apes,’’ the orang- 
utan and chimpanzee. Though still a bit 
nervous in their new surroundings, they 
give the most convincing displays of in- 
telligence,» and also of the marked agility 
which is the special characteristic of the 
gibbon: family. 

It is now fully twelve years since 
visitors to the “ Zoo ” have had the oppor- 
tunity of observing the wonderiul antics 
to which all the gibbons are more or less 


addicted: Though the Monkey House has : 


in former times given a home to hoolock 
gibbons, Hainan gibbons and a pair of 
white-+handed gibbons, the presént is 
probably the first occasion on which that 
remarkable Javanese animal, the wau-wau 
gibbon, has made its appearance in this 
country. Ín its native land it is far from 
rare, and is described as the first of the 
quadrumana to make its presence known 
to a traveller in Java, when he reaches the 
forest regions of that island. ‘‘In the 
evening, just about sundown, he will be 
surprised by a sudden outburst of what 
appears to be now the loud plaintive wail- 
ing of a crowd of women, now the united 
howling of a band of castigated children.”’ 
It may be presumed that an association of 
several gibbons is necessary to produce 
this startling concert. Otherwise the 
inmates previously settled in the Monkey 
House, and used to its civilised ways, may 
have a rather uneasy time when the wau- 
wau strikes up at dusk. 
THE “' 700'S ” VISITORS. 

These new arrivals will eertainiv in- 
crease the attractiveness of the ‘‘ Zoo.”’ 
which has already, with the lengthening 
of the days, shown every sign-of a grow- 


Jing popularity. The fact that the number 


of visitors on St. Patrick’s Day alone 
amounted to 2,890 is a particularly wel- 
come sign, while the total for the week in 
which that day occurred runs to nearly 
2,000 more 

Other recent additions to the collection 
of animals include a handsomely-plumaged 
sulphur-crested cockatoo, which has been 
placed on deposit by Mr. O. D. Mac. 
Wilson, Dalkey, and four flamingoes, 
obtained by purchase from Mr. Rogers, 
Liverpool. At this early period of the 
vear it 1s seldom wise to leave flamingoes 
out to enjoy the same liberty as is per- 
mitted to the bar-headed .geese and the 
pelican now frequenting the lake. Two 
of fhem, however, are on view in the 
enclosure next door to that inhabited by 
the bisons; and these aré well worth, at 
least, a few minutes’ inspection. 

Not every visit to the “ Zoo’”’ can claim 
to have seen a blue-eyid flamingo. At 
present one of the two companion birds 
that offer themselves for inspection has 
blue eyes, and also a bluish-grey bill, 
while its companion has the eyes yellow 
and the bill bright red. At first sight one 
is inclined to ask whether the two birds, 
though so alike in plumage, are really of 
the same species. There is, however, no 
doubt on the latter point. The blue-eyed 
bird is simply a young flamingo of the 
ordinary kind, which, if it grows to 
maturity, will ultimately possess both eves 
and bill of the colour to which we are 
accustomed. 

In the Reptile House, too. a curious 


sight may strike the eve of a visitor who | 
peeps into the alligators’ tank, where he | 


will see, enjoying apparently the closest 
friendship and harmony with its com- 
panions, the allizators, a fine water-tortoise., 
whose long, outstretched neck seems to 
offer the most tempting bite 
to the voracious reptiles among whom he 
is moving. The tortoise is, of course, not 
placed in such a spot unadvisedly, In 
other ‘ 2008 ' the sami 
in the same company and enjoys just the 
same salétv—showing that the crocodile 
family are a good deal 
in their appetites than is 
imagined. In fact, in the wild state thev 
oiten allow themselves to be ‘victimised 
by the fresh-water tortoise. which 
largely on their eggs. 
THE GOLD BUG. 

A smaller animal than could be quite 
conveniently housed in the ‘‘ Zoo ’’ 
sent about a fortnight ago for identifica 
tion to the Gardens, having been found in 
a cargo of bananas. It was a minute. but 
singularly beautiful,§ little beetle, seem- 
ingly composed of shining gold; but it 
proved on examination by Mr. O’ Mahony, 
of the Museum, to be of the destructive 
species known in America as the “' gold 
bug,” and was of sufficient interest to 
form the subject of a ‘‘ demonsiration ’ 
given a few days afterwards by Miss W 
Frost, M.Sc., to a meeting of the Dublin 
Naturalists’ Field Club.

OR the eighth annual show and sale of 
F registered dairy shorthorn, Aberdeen- 
Angus, Hereford and other bulls, held 
under the auspices of the County Waterford 
branch of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Socic’ -, in Mr. J. D. Palmer’s sale yard here 
to-day.tthere were 197 entries. Most of these 
were pedigree or non-pedigree reds, whites 
and roans of a meritorious stamp, with a dis- 
tincily creditable muster ‘of Aberdeen-Angus 
and a useful lot of Herefords. There was a 
larger proportion of good bulls than last year, 
with nothing very outstanding, and for that 
reason the task of the judges in making their 
awards was attended with some difficulty. 
While the general level of merit was higher 
than usual, there were some weedy animals 
forwarc, and three of these were rejected for 
licences. The verdict of Messrs. Lynch, 
O’Conor and Hickey in selecting thirty-three 
bulls for premiums -eflected their opinion of 
the stock, which came from exhibitors in 
Waterford, Kilkenny, Wexford, Carlow and 
Cork.

MAYO LIBRARY CASE

Sir JOHN KEANE proposed “That the 
Seanad views with concern the growing want 
of harmony between the Department ot Local 
Government and Public Health and various 
local bodies, and, in the belief that the 
cause lies in the method of financial control, 
recuests the Executive Council to institute 
an ingúirv into the procedure by which 
crants in aid of rates are allocated.’’ 

He said that he had been told that his 
motion would introduce certain elements of 
heat into the discussion, and that it was in

the nature of a vote of censure. He could 
not read into it anything in the nature of 
these suggéstions, 'but ite involved very 
fundamental pomts of principle. 

He had not, of course, the inner knowledge 
that a Minister had, but he claimed as 
common knowledge that there was a very 
considerable element of friction. or, rathes 
lack of harmony, between the local and the 
central authority. He quoted as instances 
the County Councils of Carlow, Mayo, Kings 
County and Wexford. They had. everv 
reason to expect harmony between twa hodies 
standing in-.relation of the central to the Jecal 
bodies, They worked on parallel lines íor a 
common object. Internal friction was un- 
wholesome, and it was the duty of that House 
to take particular cognisance of it and try 
and suggest.a remedy. : 

CASES CITED. 

Wexford County Council had decided .to 
spend £40.000 on roads, but the Department 
informed them that unless they, expended. 
£50,000 the authorities would cut off ‘the 
grant. The appoimtment of a medical officer 
by mandate, and the forcing on a county 
council of a certain scheme hy mandate: were 
indications that friction existed hetween the 
central and the local authorities. In the 
ease of Carlow, medical services were im- 
posed, and. in retaliation, scholarships were 
extincuished.

ALLOCATION OF GRANTS. 

He stoad for the principle that wide discre- 
tion should be allowed to local authorities in 
tle matter of salaries.

The allocation of grants to local author ties 
was being used as a lever to force those 
authorities to strike certain rates. 


The advisers of the’ central authority were 
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irksome of the slow mentality of the eountry- 
man who said “ Let well alone,” The local 
councils did not want to spend money; they 
only wanted to be left alone and go on in 
their own way, using their own local know- 
ledge, and with a very shrewd understanding 
that all these new orders meant expense, and 
that they were very hard pressed. 

He suggested that the by-roads of the 
countr’ should be left to the care of the local 
authorities, Liberty of choice should be left 
to the people. They were getting more and 
more away from that, and it was being left 
to the civil servants to decide questions which 
ought to be left to the local bodies. 


STATE CONTROL. 

Was it not possible that the State should 
take over certaifi services completely—say, 
the main road and — iental asylums—and run 
them entirely as State services’ He asked 
the House to grant an inquiry into allocation 
oí grants, so as to conduce to harmony and 
good-will, which was at present lacking 
between the central and the local authorities. 
The MeGILLYCUDDY OF THE REEKS 
said that the local authorities as at present 
constituted were an extravagant form of 
government. He believed that, were it not 
for the system of central control of finance, 
there would be a regular orgy of expenditure.

IRISH-MADE FURNITURE'S 
ALLEGED DEFECTS. 


On the second stage of the Centra] Fund 
Bill, 1931 (Certified Money. Bill), 

Mr. JOHNSON said that théy onght to 
have expressions from the Minister-as.to what 
the Government proposed to do to meet the 
declining situation of the agricultural industry 
and the fall in prices, as well as the slow 
ineresse in indasirial production. They ought 
to have some indication that the Government 
was aware of the urgency of the case.and the 
nefd. for some. sort of action. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that the Free State 
could not compete against the “big organisa- 
tions, trusts and amalgamated companies 
unless the Government made up their minds 
to attune the policy of the. country to a 
system of.industrialism that would make for 
the economic welfare of the people of this 
country. He referred to the “ dumping” of 
Russian chocolates into this country. and de- 
clared that Russian products ought to be 
prohibited in the Free State. 

BEET SUGAR, 

In connection with the sugar beet subsidy, 
he pointed out that last vear it was £108,334, 
while this vear £162,500 was demanded. He 
urged the Government to see that an economic 
price wag paid for beet. If the company re- 
iused to pay such a price their subsidy should 
be curtailed. 

Mr. COMYN said that there was a seething 
mass of young men and voung women in the 
country, who would be a danger to the 
country unless employment was found for 
It was necessary for the Minister to 
take a bold course and scale down the 
expenditure. The present state of. affairs 
was impossible, and it could not last. 

EFFECTS OF TARIFFS, 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that tariffs were 
useless unless they were used for con. 
structive purposes, and he was afraid that 
that was not being done. For instance, 
fresh timber was, ha was sorry to say, 
being used by Irish manufacturers of furni- 
jure. He was living in a four-year-old house, 
the doors and windows of which were 
already falling to pieces. Irish manu- 
facturers who sold furniture made from fresh 
timber behind a tariff of thirty-three and a 
third per cent. were guilty of gross over- 
charging. Moreover, the finish of furniture 
was, in. the main, very poor and certainly

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. LLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that in regard. to unemployment and 
industry, this country was ‘much better off 
than a number of other countries.  [n 
financial matters this country had far Jess 
difficulty than other countries which were 
richer and larger thans«the Free State. The 
policy adopted by the Government had 
carried them on in a way that ‘had enabled 
them to escape the acute distress that had 
been experienced elsewhere. 

They had _ retrained 


from economic 


activities in many directions, but they could ; 


point to an enormous amount of work done 
tor economic development. The Government, 
however, could not be expected. to join in 
industrial enterprises to any great extent. If 
they did so, their action would not be for the 
benefit of the country as a whoie. Too much 
interference om these matters by the 
Government would hot give satisfactory re- 
sults. It had been said that the principal 
need of industry was a want of capital. The 
Loans Guarantee Act had been passed for that 
purpose, but the result was that loans had 
been lost. 

As to tariffs the Government had pursued:a 
careful policy, although in the beginning 
tariffs had been imposed which ought not to 
have been imposed. The work of the Tariff 
Commission had amply justified itself. If the 
Government attempted to regulate prices they 
would thereby be hampering manufacturers, 
and the benefit of tariffs would be lost. 

As to the sugar beet subsidy, if there was 
to. be ng manufacture owing to the difficulties 
betwecm the growers and the directors of the 
factory then there would be no subsidy. The 
real position at the moment was that the 
farmer could not be protected in the matter of 
prices, 

The second reading of the bill was passed. 
The report and final stages were then passed 
without further discussion.

A century ago it was a 
squalid village in a swamp on the 
of the Sind Desert. Then came, in 1843, 
the Battle of Meeanee, when Sir Charles 
Napier, with 2,800 British troops, routed 
a Baluch army of 22,000 men, annexed 
the Province, and, as legend relates, sent 
to Whitehall the laconic despatch, Peccavt 
(I have Sind). To-day Karachi, a city 
of 220,000 inhabitants, is the capital of 
Sind and the chief port of North-West 
India. It is known as the ‘‘ tradesman’s 
entrance’’ to India, in contrast with 
Bombay, five hundred miles southwards, 
which welcomes the statelier traffic of 
Viceroys and European tourists. At 
Karachi ships are loaded, in spacious 
docks, from elevators that carry the rich 
grain of the Punjab; and iron-founding 
and cotton mills increase the city’s wealth. 
Within recent months it has become the 
terminus of the air mai! service whereby 
letters from Ireland reach India in eight 
days. British engineering has achieved 
some of its noblest triumphs in Sind, 
which, before the Raj, was scourged with 
drought and famine. Scientific irrigation 
has redeemed huge areas for the growth 
of crops, and now the great Sukkur 
Barrage across the Indus approaches com- 
pletion. More than two thousand years 
ago Alexander’s army traversed the Sind 
Desert—to the present magvel of the young 
oficers of the Royal

Quetta to Karachi. The new Barrage wil! 
turn a large part of this vast expanse of 
sand and camel-grass into cultivable soil.

GANDHI DENOUNCED AT KARACHI. 


————x——— 


From Revutea’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAWNPORE, Wednesday. 


Cawnpore, frequently the scene of com- 
munal strife, lived up to its reputation 
yesterday when, following the refusal of 
the Moslem shopkeepers to be dictated to 
in the matter of observing a hartal, 
factional fighting broke out, which 1¢e- 
sulted in the deaths of thirty people and 
the injury of at least one hundred. 

The unrest is believed to have been 
accentuated by the decision of the authori- 
ties to proceed with the executions of 
Bhagat Singh and two companions, despite 
the strongest possible pressure brought to. 
bear on them by Congressmen. 

(urfew law has been declared, and 
police and military are patrolling the city 
In an effort to bring the rioters under 
contro!. Two companies of British troops 
have been called out, and more than 200 
additional police are on their way from 
Allahabad and Lucknow. 

During the rioting the mob stoned the 
Law Courts and the telegraph and 
currency offices, temples and mosques also 
being attacked and shops looted. The 
situation has got so far out of hand that 
mills and business premises have found it 
necessary to close down. 

Mr. Gandhi and other All-India Con- 
gress leaders met with a hostile reception 
on therr arrival at Karachi. Excited mem- 
bers of the League of Youth, incensed by 
the Lahore executions, invaded the rail- 
way station, where he intended fo alight 


stration. Waving black flags, they abused 
Gandhi for seeking to co-operate with the 
Government which hanged Bhagat Singn, 
and when his car moved off they followed 
him in hired lorries, shouting '“ Down with 
Gandhi.” 

This reception was in strange contrast 
to the boisterous procession of joyous we!- 
come which the Indian leader received 
here on his last visit.

WELCOMED. BY THE 
PRESIDENT. 


ENTHUSIASTIC POPULAR 
RECEPTION.

R10 DE JANEIRO, Wednesday. 

HE last of the grept South American 

capitals to be visited by the Prince 
of Wales and Prince George gave them 
the most enthusiastic welcome of all. A 
cruiser and three destroyers of the 
Brazilian Navy met the Alcantara some 
miles off Rio, fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns, and escorted her into port. 
Flying-boats and aeroplanes saluted the 
Royal visitors from ihe sky. As the 
Alcantara steamed up the harbour several 
warships—including the British cruisers, 
Despatch and Dunae, lay on either side. 
fully dressed and manned, while their 
crews, in white, were drawn upon the 
decks, and salutes were fired from the 
forts. 

When the liner had berthed the British 
Ambassador (Sir William Seeds) and 
other officials went aboard and greeted thie 
Princes. As they stepped ashore they 
were greeted by. the President (Dr. 
Gettulio Vargas) and other members of 
the Brazilian Government. Bands played 

» British and Brazilian anthems, and 
the crowds- cheered vigorously. 


PROGRESS THROUGH THE CITY.

N the Chancery Division, London, to- 
_ day, Mr. Justice Maugham delivered 
his reserved judgment on the legal points 
raised by the Crown as a demurrer to the 

tition of right by Mrs. Annie Murtha 

finahan, of Charlestown, Mass., U.S.A., 
to what was described as the ‘ Blake 
millions,’’ but which turned out to be a 
fund of ,£75.000 only. 

The money was left by Mrs. Helen 
Blake, a daughter of Mr. and Mfrs. 
Sheridan, of Donabate, County Dublin, 
and widow of General Robert Dudley 
Blake. Mrs. Blake died on September 
2nd, 1876, intestate, and without any 
surviving children, and Mrs. Minahan 
claimed the estate, which was paid to tho 
Crown under an order of the Court in 
1883 as legal personal representative of 
one William Leonard, the grandson cf 
Mary Anne Kane, who was Mrs. Blake's 
paternal aunt. 

The Crown ‘relied mainly upon the 
statute of limitations as barring the claim 
of Mrs. Minahan, on whose behalf it was 
contended that the statute did not apply. 

Mr. H. B. Vaisey, K.C., and Mr. Az C. 
Edgar (instructed by Messrs. Ward, 
Bowie and Company, agent# for Messrs. 
Booth and Company, of Leeds) appeared 
for Mrs. Minahan; and the Solicitor- 
;General—Sir Stafford Cripps, K.C.—and 
Mr. Stafford Crossman (instructed by the 
Treasury solicitor) for the Crown. 

The demurrer: was allowed, 
petition was dismissed with costs. 

Mr. Justice Maugham said that it 
seemed to be clear that the petition should 
be treated as an equitable claim against 
a subject who had wrongly received part 
of a testator’s money without notice of 
any trust or title to it. The right to 
follow trust funds was an equitable right, 
and what he had to consider was whether 
the statute of limitations could be suc- 
cessfully pleaded. 

Having reviewed various decisions on the 
point, his Lordship said that he had come 
to the conclusion that there was notlfing 
in a case like this to prevent tha subject 
from raising the defence of lapse of time 
as a bar, and that accordingly the statute 
of limitations was a complete answer to 
the claim. The demurrer of the Crown 
therefore succeeded, and must be allowed. 
This disposed of the whole of the claim, 
and he supposed that the petition must 
be dismissed with costs. 

Mr. Vaisey—It follows. I agree that 
the demurrer being allowed, the petition 
must be dismissed. 

The petition was accordingly dismissed 
with costs.

TWO KILLED AND MANY 
INJURED.

MADRID, Wednesday. 

One civil guard and one student were 
-killed and a captain, a police sergeant and 
numbers of students injured in a minor 
revolution, led by medical students of the 
university, which broke out here to-day. 

The students, who carried a large poster 
bearing the words: ‘‘ Long Live the Re- 
volution,’’ took possession of the streets 
and completely dislocated traffic, numbers 
of the public taking part in the rioting. 
Workmen stationed on the roofs of houses 
joined in the demonstration and cheered 
for the students and the “ Republic.” 

An exchange of pistol and yifle shots 
with the police began just before 11 
o'clock, followed by what an eye-witness 
described as a “ pitched battle,” in which 
more than 4,000 shots are reported to have 
been exchanged. 

Captain Canas fell severely wounded 
during the fighting, while a little later, 
following a hand-to-hand struggle between 
a policeman and a student, both armed, 
the student fell to the ground, where his 
adversary fired two shots mto his prostrate 
body. His companions rushed him to the 
university building, where he died imme- 
diately. Thirteen students had been 
wounded by this time, first-aid being 
rendered by their colleagues in the operat- 
ing theatre. ' :

HE Dail went back to the land again 

yesterday and was determinedly dull ;

MORE AMMUNITION, 


Since the Land Bill was last before the 
House they had thought out many other 
ways in which it might be amended, from 
the shifting of a comma to the substitution 
of a page. It would be a great pity, of 
course, to have all this energy and in- 
genuity wasted, so they succeeded in 
getting the hapless bill re-committed to 
Committee—which meant another respite 
from the restrictions of the report stage. 

With full liberty to speak as often as 
they liked on the matter before the House, 
Fianna Fail took a deep breath and settled 
down to it. They began at about twenty 
minutes to four, with the sun high in the 
heavens; they talked steadily on through 
the dusk of the spring sunset ; on through 
‘‘ the twilight, cold and grey, and on and 
on, while a thin sickle of moon climbed 
into the sky and started to follow the sun 
over the lands under discussion. They 
were still at it when the House adjourned 
at twenty minutes past ten. 


SURPRISE FOR ELECTORS. 


Members of the electorate came into the 
Public Gallery to see how their represen- 
tative, were going about the business cf 
the country, and found twenty or thirty 
deputies having what appeared to be a 
friendly conversation, very sedate and 
subdued.

DUBLIN WRITERS’ CLUB 
LECTURE. 


“The history of literature would suggest 
that fame slowly won is always securely 
held,” declared Mr. J. H. Hutchinson, B.A., 
in the course of a lecture on “ Lafcadio 
Hearn’’ delivered gt the Dublin Writers’ 
Club, 5 Lincoln place, last night. 

“‘Lafcadio Hearn’s contribution to English, ' 
Mr. Hutchinson said, ‘‘ was due to a succes- 
sion of apparent accidents, which set a highly 
sensitive and creative mind in a strange en- 
vironment.”” Toward the close of the nine- 
teenth century he went as a journalist visitor 
to Japan. There he was fated to win all that 
the West had failed to yield—a definite place 
in the community, years of comparative free- 
dom from care, leisure to feel life in ofher 
senses than that of suffering. There, too, 
and for the first time, he was to find a spot 
that he could call “ home,” and in it a happi- 
ness that was not evanescent. 

His first book on Japan appeared in 1894, 
and very soon his work was creating a stir 
in English literary circles. Such books as 
“‘Kokoro”’ and “Out, of the East ” sounded 
a fresh note in literature. ‘‘ Hearn achieved 
no sensational success,”’ concluded the lec- 
turer. - “His reputation as a writer grew 
slowly, still increases steadily, and has 
suffered no set-back.’’

CLARIFYING THE

LEGISLATION TC BE 
INTRODUCED. 


In Dail Eireann yesterday,

‘The resolution 
pointed out that it was considered that the 
‘instructions ” given by the persons named 
were impertinent, strictly illegal and most 
improper, and vastly exceeding their 
authority. 

Mrs. Kettle, the chairman, said that she 
thought there had been a misunderstanding. 

Mr. Corway said that he and Mr. Healy 
made recommendations in the course of their 
duty, without any such intention as was sug- 
gested in the Trade Union Council’s resolu- 
They had the greatest sympathy with 
the poor. They put the position before the 
Board for its guidance, not as an “* mstruc- 
tion.” They did not mean to convey that the 
poor of the city would throw aside their work 
in order to come on relief. 

INCREASED RELIEF. 

Messrs. Corway and Healy, outdoor relief 
supervisors, reported that last week 7,089 
families had been relieved at a cost of £3,791, 
an increase of £50 over the previous week. 

They anticipated that there would be a 
further increase of over £50 for the present 
week. 

The Committee decided to reply to the 
Council that the resolution appeared to have 
been framed under a misapprehension, as 
there was no question of “ instructions ' 
being received from the supervisors.
